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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed on 30 May 2006 have been fully considered. However, the 
arguments are moot in view of the following new basis of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 and 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4 - Claims 1-7. 9 , 17-19. 22-30 and 32-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Allen (US006233408B1). 

5. Allen teaches (independent claims 1 , 17, 25 and 33) a method, apparatus and computer 
readable medium to promote the use of consumables in an imaging device including a 
consumption detecting device, the method comprising (col. 3 lines 6-17): detecting 
consumption of a consumable using the consumption detecting device; and when the 
consumption of a predefined quantity of the consumable has been detected, rewarding a 
user of the imaging device. 

6. Allen also teaches at the citations given above claims 2, 26 and 36.

7. Allen also teaches claims 3, 4, 6, 19, 23, 24, 27, 28, 30, 34 and 35 (col. 6 lines 15-31 ); 
claims 5 and 29 (col5 lines 59-61); claim 7 (col. 6 line 26); claims 9, 22 and 32 (col. 5 lines 
14-16); and claim 18 (col. 5 lines 26-28). 

8. Claims 8. 10-16. 20. 21 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Allen (US006233408B1). 

9. Allen does not teach (independent claim 1 0 and dependent claim 1 1 ) basing the value of the 
reward on the individual quantities of each consumable that has been detected as being 
consumed by the imaging device . Because this would permit the vendor to target the 
reward, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time of the 
invention, to add to the teachings of Allen that the value of the reward be based on the 
individual quantities of each consumable that has been detected as being consumed by the 
imaging device. 

10. Allen does not teach (independent claim 12 and dependent claim 16) generating a reward 
when a predefined collective Quantity of the individual quantities of consumable has been 
detected. Because this is minimizes transaction cost, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art, at the time of the invention, to add to the teachings of Allen that a 
reward be generated when a predefined collective quantity of the individual quantities of 
consumable has been detected. 

1 1 . Allen teaches claims 13-15 at the citations given above. 

12. Allen does not teach (claims 8, 21 and 31 ) counting sheets of media in order to detect media 
consumption. However, Allen does teach sensing media consumption (col. 5 lines 45-47) 
and software to analyze media consumption (col. 5 lines 59-61). Because the device must 
handle media sheets individually and a count would precisely measure consumption, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time of the invention, to 
add to the teachings of Allen that the media consumption sensing and analysis be based on 
counting sheets of media. 

1 3- Allen does not teach (claim 20) an embedded web server . Allen does teach automatically 
connecting t a web page (col. 6 line 18). Because this connection would be facilitated, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time of the invention, to 
add an embedded web server to the teachings of Allen.
